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VERY one who hopes for ry edvaneeinens of art in this 
kK country ought to make his voice heard in protest against 

the clause in the Dingley bill, imposing a duty of twenty- 
five per cent on works of art, ancient and modern. It is not 
preteuded that there is any protection to American art involved 
in the measure, and, indeed, more than twelve hundred artists 
petitioned for the removal of the tax imposed under a former 
tariff; and Washington gossip says that the duty is inserted 
simply to gain votes from Souchern and Western members of 
Congress, whose constituents regard books and pictures as lux- 
uries for the effete millionaires of the East, and will applaud 
any measure for imposing a tax upon them. 


N regard to this view, if it is really held by any Congress- 
man less than seventy-five years old, or by an important 
part of any Congressman’s constituency, which, we doubt, it 

ought to be enough to say that a very large part, probably much 
the larger p: rt, of the precious works of art imported from 
abroad are ei ‘er given outright by their millionaire owners to 
the great pub c museums, where they help to teach and refine 
hundreds of tl ousands of their less wealthy fellow-citizens, who 
could otherwise never see them, or, if not immediately given 
to the museums, are deposited there, either occasionally or per- 
manently, as loans, or are bequeathed to the public on the 
owner’s death. In this way, nearly every valuable private col- 
lection comes before many years, either wholly or in part, into 
the public treasure, and ‘the public store of ‘the greatest and 
most beautiful of human works is, in this country, very rapidly 
increasing through the generosity of those “ e ffete millionaires ’ 

who alone have money enough to buy them, and, we might 
well add, generosity enough t to devote their costly possessions 
to the public advantage. For the public authority to impose 
heavy penalty on the importation of such works is not only in- 
gratitude, but folly, for in this country, above all others in the 
world, the love of art is exercised for the public welfare. We 
have no dukes or princes to hide their pictures and statues and 
antiquities in the galleries of their ancestral palaces, and our 
people have not the disposition to do so if they could. On the 
contrary, not only is nearly every great work of art in this 
country either already placed, by private munificence, in gal- 
leries open to the public, or held at the disposal of any one who 
wishes to use it for the public benefit, but everything that has 
been done here to educate and encourage artists, to found and 
maintain museums, to fill them with beautiful objects, and 
to try to disseminate among the people that feeling for beauty 
which is, much more than. Philosophy, the cheering and con- 
soling companion of human life, has been done by private ef- 
fort and with private money, with, we believe, a single ex- 
ception, in the case of the Metropolitan Museum in New York, 


which, created and endowed in the most generous manner by 
private citizens, has become so important a factor in the life of 
the metropolis that the public authority has come to the aid of 
its incorporators in try ing to maintain and extend its usefulness. 


J CURIOUS “ industrial ” controversy is going on in New 
York. It will be remembered that the Plumbers’ and 
Gas-fitters’ Union withdrew some time ago from the Board 

of Walking Delegates, and that the latter has lately been cast- 

ing about for means to induce it to come back again, proposing, 

according to the newspapers, to organize a conspiracy, includ- 
ing the master plumbers, by which the latter shall agree to 
employ none but union plumbers, and the Board, after receiv- 
ing the plumbers’ union back into fellowship, shall exert its 
whole power, by means of sympathetic strikes, to drive every 
non-union plumber and gas-fitter out of the city. A pretext 
seems to have been found for the commencement of operations 
in a dispute about the men who put in thermostats for regulat- 
ing temperature. The few men employed in this new industry 
applied to the Steam-fitters’ Union, which is represented on the 

Board of Walking Delegates, for admission, but were refused. 

They then applied to the Plumbers’ and Gas-fitters’ Union, 

which was also at that time represented on the Board, and were 

admitted. When the plumbers and gas-fitters left the Board, 
the thermostat men went with them. Now, the Steam-fitters’ 

Union has raised a claim that its members alone are entitled to 

do thermostat work, and a general strike has been ordered by 

the Board of Walking Delegates in the new buildings in pro- 
cess of construction for Columbia University, to enforce the 
steam-fitters’ claim. It seems a little hard that an honest man, 
who has learned to do a special kind of work, should have to 
give up his employment to some one else, whose only qualifi- 
cation for doing the work is that he wants the job; and the fact 
that the thermostat-men tried to join the Steam-fitters’ Union, 
and live in peace and amity with them, and were repulsed, 
makes the action of the steam-fitters seem all the harsher; but 
the Board of Walking Delegates does not waste time in sen- 

timent when it sees a “chance. to get away some one else’s liv- 

ing, and the appeal of the Plumbe rs’ and Gas-fitters’ Union to 

have the controversy arbitrated was rejected. What the result 
of the dispute will be no one can say, but the matter is excit- 
ing much interest in the building world of New York. 


) HE Seventh Biennial Report of the Bureau of Labor, Cen- 
| sus and Industrial Statistics of the State of Wisconsin is a 

work of genius. We have before referred to these reports 
as models of the way in which statistics can be made most 
useful to those who study social problems for practical pur- 
poses, but the present issue ventures farther than the previous 
ones into the province of sentiment, and, although this is done 
with praiseworthy caution, the result is to present the feelings 
of certain classes of the people in a way which enlists the 
deepest interest. It is hardly necessary to say that the in- 
quiries made for the purpose of obtaining the information 
sought by the Bureau the past year would elicit a good deal of 
political rant, but the questions were framed in such a ws Ly as 
to exclude this as far as possible, and, although there is a 
certain amount of designing claptrap in the answers, the 
Bureau thought rightly that it was best to print some of it, 
rather than injure, by suppressing it, the truth of the social 
picture presented. The most striking portions of the book are 
the returns from farmers, and the answers sent by workmen in 
reply to a request for their views on the eight-hour day, weekly 
payment of wages, and other matters relating to labor. Ques- 
tion No. 43, addressed to farmers, invited an expression of 
opinion as to “the chief causes that lead to a farmer’s failure,” 
and was answered by a large number of persons. One class of 
these replies attributes the financial misfortunes of farmers to 
“These accursed boards of trade which make it possible 
to regulate prices regardless of supply and demand”; to “ The 
combination and pooling of all other business enterprises to rob 
the farmer of his profits, to build up colossal and unnecessary 
fortunes,” or the machinations of the “organized grain- 
gamblers,” and proposes, as a remedy for them, the “free 


| coinage of both gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1,” the 


elimination of ‘“overfed and dishonest politicians,” the pro- 
hibition of “the manufacture and sale of liquor” and the aboli- 
tion of the fish-hatcheries, from which “ not one in a thousand 
of the citizens of this State derives any benefit.” The great 
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majority of the writers, however, say that “ Failure among 
farmers in this section is hardly ever known”; or that “* There 
is no excuse for a farmer’s failure in this country” ; and where 
failures occur, attribute them to “ sitting on boxes at the corner 
grocery, squirting tobacco-juice and telling fish-stories,” or 
“Too little attention to the farm, and too many trips to the 
city.” One writer says that “ Many choose farming because 
they have failed at everything else. No wonder, therefore, 
there are some who find it hard to make both ends meet ona 
farm”; an observation which is certainly suggestive, and is, 
possibly, borne out by an item in the statistics given in another 
part of the book, showing that, out of five hundred and forty- 
nine farmers who returned answers to the list of questions 
forwarded to them, four hundred and forty-three, or eighty-two 
per cent, had been in other business before they tried farming. 


turns,” we find the results of a somewhat different experi- 

ment. Several hundred workingmen were asked their 
views on matters concerning labor, and their replies are given, 
like those of the farmers, without change, except to select those 
giving the greatest variety of opinion. As the Commissioner 
observes, the views presented are, to a great extent, the stock 
theories of the labor orators, but there is often an added per- 
sonal opinion which is interesting. A blacksmith, for instance, 
thinks that “Eight hours a day would be a benefit to all 
laborers”; and that weekly payments make men attend better 
to their work, for the reason that if one loses a day, “he 
misses the money directly”; but he adds that “ The best 
means of improving the condition of wage-workers in the State 
would be the suppression of petty foremen or gang bosses, who 
are often worse than the slave-masters before the war.” 
Another blacksmith thinks that eight hours is not enough, and 
that “ten hours is about right for an ordinary day’s work”’; 
and a “laborer” says that he “could never see where the 
eight-hour working-day would help the laborer in large cities 
where there are saloons”; but the preponderance of opinion is 
that an eight-hour day “ gives the laboring-class more recrea- 
tion, and more time for improvement”; and several think that 
if the “initiative and referendum” were at once established, 
and immigration prohibited for periods varying from five to 
twenty years, all would be well. One machinist has discovered 
a defect in the administration of the law, and says that “ Itisa 
noted fact that in courts of all kinds it is only a question of 
which party has the most money.” This writer does not think 
that “any man in the class of skilled labor need complain of 
ten hours’ work”; and another says “ Let us be glad to have 
enough work to keep us busy ten hours a day. ‘I'wo hours a 
day more of idleness would be that much more business for 
saloon-keepers and labor agitators.” 


aa the head of “Mechanics and Workingmen’s Re- 


-\N the whole, although the workingmen’s replies contain a 
good deal of socialistic generalizing, evidently borrowed 
from agitators and labor newspapers, they show a remark- 

able amount of intelligence and honorable feeling, and, where 
they come down from generals to particulars, they afford sug- 
gestions of real value. For example, several refer, in a way 
which shows that they speak from experience, to the evils of 
the system of paying employés in checks, instead of cash. 
There is a diversity of opinion as to whether weekly, fort- 
nightly or monthly payments conduce most to prudence on the 
part of workingmen, but all those who touch upon the subject 
concur in saying that the result of paying in checks is to send 
the men to the saloon to have the checks cashed, with the 
result that a portion of the proceeds, and sometimes all, is left 
with the saloon-keeper. There can be no question that this 
represents a real wrong to workingmen, and, if legislation can 
compel weekly payments, it can, aud should, compel payments 
in cash to workingmen who have no bank account. If cor- 
porations find it inconvenient to pay weekly in cash, they could 
easily comply with the law by providing a banking department 
in their Treasurer’s office, where their own checks should be 
received, and credited to the depositor, and checks drawn by 
him against his account honored without discount. It is 
curious to find that a well-marked dislike and distrust of labor- 
leaders pervades many of the answers, which, of course, are 
published without signature, so that their authors cannot be 
disciplined for what the Socialists call “disrespect.” One man 
says that “ Trouble is usually caused by foreigners with blath- 
erskite leaders”; another thinks that “The workingman 
should keep away from all labor-unions, for many times they 


have been the cause of a good man losing a good position”; a 
painter thinks that “if employés would go to their employers 
and state their wrongs, it would be better for them, but some 
unions like to run their employer's business”; and a shoe- 
maker says that “Employers are often enough unfair to em- 
ployés, but the workingman, armed with the power of organi- 
zation, is often still more unjust toward his employer.” 


OR the benefit of readers in and near Boston, we will an- 
t nounce that Mr. Edward Robinson, Curator of the Boston 
Museum of Fine-Arts, will repeat his interesting illus- 
trated lecture on Viterbo, at Association Hall, Tuesday even- 
ing, March 30, at 8 o’clock.

HE definitive plans for the buildings of the Paris Exposi- 
| tion of 1900 are being rapidly finished, and those for the 

two Fine-Arts buildings are already accepted. The smaller 
one of these, which will be devoted to a “retrospective exhibi- 
tion,” is to be a permanent structure, and will be handed over 
to the City of Paris at the close of the Exposition. In the 
original competition, the design placed first for this building was 
by M. Girault, who was appointed, in the distribution of the 
work, architect of it, and his original design is to be carried out 
substantially without change. The other building, a much 
larger one, will contain the modern exhibits. Both the designs 
are particularly stately and magnificent, and will add much to the 
architectural effect of the exhibition. According to the foreign 
journals, the Palace of the Elysée, the official residence of the 
President of the Republic, is to have extensive additions made 
to it, in preparation for the fétes which President Faure expects 
to hold in connection with the Exposition. 


| HE regulations of the “ Contemporary Exhibition,” that is, 
the one containing machinery, modern manufactures and 
apparatus generally, of the Exposition are fixed, and have 
been made public. No charge is to be made to exhibitors for 
space or motive power, or for gas, steam or water, but each 
exhibitor will be expected to make his own connections with 
the main shafts in the buildings, and with the gas, steam and 
water pipes, and must bear the cost of transportation to 
and from the building, and of unpacking, installation and re- 
packing. The installation, which includes all special partitions, 
platforms, and railings, must conform to plans adopted by the 
Direction of the Exposition, In certain cases, the Direction 
will assume a part of the expense of installation, and it is pro- 
vided that workmen exhibiting on their own account shall have 
the cost of installation paid for them. The charges for trans- 
portation have not yet been arranged with the railways, but it 
is probable that very liberal terms will be made. 
‘JJ N interesting description of the Krupp establishment, at 
A Essen, is going through the foreign newspapers. Forty- 
nine years ago, the Krupp foundry, carried on by the 
father of the present director, was a little affair, employing 
seventy-two men. Seventeen years later, in 1865, the number 
of workmen had risen to eighty-two hundred, as a result, prob- 
ably, of the demand for its products caused by the wars of the 
period. Since then, however, its business has again increased 
enormously, and about twenty-one thousand men are now reg- 
ularly employed in the Essen establishment, without counting 
those attached to the great Gruson manufactory of armor-plates 
and projectiles, which is practically united with it. The oper- 
ations of the Essen establishment now require some twelve 
hundred furnaces, twenty-one trains of rolls, seventeen hundred 
machine-tools, two hundred and eighty-six boilers, and three 
hundred and seventy steam-engines, aggregating twenty-seven 
thousand horse-power. In 1890, the consumption of coal and 
coke was seven hundred and thirty-five tons per day. The 
daily consumption of gas was sometimes more than half a 
million cubic feet a day, and one hundred and thirty-six tele- 
phone stations connect the various portions of the works. 
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THE TWELFTH LEAGUE EXHIBITION! —II. 
()' the portion of the exhibition devoted to what may be called 


“ art-crafts” we can only say that it was fuller and better than we 

have ever seen it before. This year, decorated leather took a 
conspicuous place, and some of the pieces, both ancient and modern, 
shown by Mr. Yandell, and by Baldwin Brothers & Co., are truly 
magnificent. Burnt wood or, to give it the new name, “ fire etch- 
ing,” appeared in some small panels, which are very good, consider- 
ing the medium, and a so-called “ Elizabethan ” chimney-piece, which 
is not extremely successful, and suggests anything rather than 
Elizabethan work. John Williams, and the William R. Pitt Com- 
pany, had some beautiful wrought-iron work, the best, as a whole, 
ever shown at the League exhibitions, so far as we have seen them ; 
and the latter had also an ingenious adaptation of the Bostwick 
folding-gate, with curved connecting-pieces, which form ornamental 
patterns; while Mr. Charles R. Lamb, or some of his clients, had 
set up in a conspicuous place a magniiicent altar, of marble, inlaid 
with mother-of-pearl, and surmounted by a reredos in mosaic. 

From these beautiful rooms one entered the Vanderbilt Gallery, 
where the architectural drawings, some five hundred in number, were 
arranged in alcoves, following out the attractive and convenient 
system which was adopted for a portion of them, as an experiment, 
two or three years ago. Although the drawings were, in some 
respects, particularly interesting, consisting to an unusual extent of 
figured working plans, the collection reflected the dulness of business 
for the past two or three years. There were, comparatively, fewer 
frames of new work, and more of studies of detail, or of interior 
decoration, in buildings already erected. Still, these studies are of 
much value to the persons who make them, as well as to those who 
have the opportunity to see them, and the period of reflection and 
leisure which the profession has been through will not be without its 
reward. 

In the first alcove, the most noticeable drawings were some designs, 
competitive and otherwise, for churches, by Messrs. Cram, Went- 
worth & Goodhue, all interesting and picturesque, as we expect from 
these true artists, and Messrs. Clinton & Russell showed some good 
domestic work. Alcove B contained some important designs by 
Messrs. Schickel & Ditmars, a good city house, and a fine, simple 
group for St. Joseph’s Seminary, among others; and Messrs. Thorp 
& Knowles had a great country-house in New Jersey. In Alcove C, 
Mr. George Martin Huss showed an interesting design for an octag- 
onal building for the “Scientific Alliance.” The most noticeable 
thing in the next alcove was a design for a studio for the sculptor 
Carl Bitter, perched on the edge of the Palisades, and approached, 
on the side shown, by a winding stair, ascending in a crevice of the 
rock. This clever piece of work was by Mr. Frank E. Wallis, and, 
we hope, shows the building as it is really to be executed. Next 
came a good and well-rendered design for a town-hall, by Mr. 
Clinton Mackenzie, and a very pretty design for a museum building, 
by Messrs. Parish & Schroeder. 

Alcove F was given up to French work, and included two designs 
made in competition for the Prize of Rome, one by M. Belesta, and 
the other by M. Bernard, one submitted for the Prix Godeboeuf, by 
M. Paul Delfau, and several others, including a complete set of 
plans and elevations for a Town-hall, by MM. Guilbert & Dupont, 
and drawings of a tomb, by M. Charles Blondel. In Alcove H we 
found plans, elevations, perspective and details of the new York Hall, 
at New Haven, by Mr. Grosvenor Atterbury, designed in a sort of 
Venetio-Transition style, apparently for execution in terra-cotta and 
brick, but well studied, and in some respects very attractive. Near 
by, Messrs. Carrere & Hastings had drawings for a stately Lenox 
house, and photographs of a couatry-house in Pennsylvania. Further 
on, was a design by Misses Gannon & Hand for the proposed Woman's 
Hotel, a fourteen-story structure, quite a3 well designed as the aver- 
age “sky-scraper,” and shown in a very creditable drawing; and a 
pretty study for a bank, by Mr. T. C. Link, of St. Louis. Alcove 
K contained the design placed second in the Albany Savings Bank 
competition, by Mr. Marcus I’. Reynolds, a solid and well-studied, 
though rather heavy composition, with a good plan; and in L was a 
clever plan, and some pretty elevations, for the Paterson Court-house, 
by Mr. J. H. Freediander; and, near by, a plan and elevation, by 
Messrs. Haydel & Shepard, of a huge country-house, for Mr. James 
A. Garland, Jr., accompanied by an interior perspective of the hall 
in the same house, an open-timber-roofed room, suggesting the Ban- 
queting-Hall at Windsor. In the same alcove was a perspective draw- 
ing of the upper part, which is by far the best part, of Mr. Post’s 
St. Paul Building, and a charming design for the Cleveland Chamber 
of Commerce, also by Mr. Post, and characteristically refined and 
simple. 

We came next to a drawing of a group of four houses, for the 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Fifty-sixth Street, by Messrs. Clinton & 
Russell, which was good and quiet, but suggested to the practical man 
a difficulty, in the fact that the houses are shown with high, steep 
roofs, with the gutters toward the street. There was once a regula- 
tion in New York, to the effect that all roofs must slope away from 
the street, so that the snow that fell on them might not slide off on the 
passers-by. On Fifth Avenue, it is true, snow from a roof would 
fall inside the area-line, rather than on the sidewalk, but the house- 
keepers would not find it pleasant to deal with even there. Near 
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this drawing was Mr. Haight’s design for the Keney Memorial Tower, 
at Hartford, a sort of small and simplified Tour St. Jacques, not 
very broadly buttressed, and having a rather tottering air in conse- 
quence, but excellent in detail, as Mr. Haight’s work is sure to be. 
Messrs. G. E. Harney and W.S. Purdy had in the same alcove a 
delightful country-house, for Lawrence, N. Y., in a semi-English 
style, with red brick and plaster, shown in a very pretty colored 
drawing; and Mr. Bruce Price showed Mr. George Gould’s new 
house at Lakewood, a large and solid, but not pretentious, building, 
in Mr. Price’s Tuxedo style. 

Messrs. Renwick, Aspinwall & Owen occupied the larger part of 
the next alcove with good and quiet work, the St. Louis house, repro- 
duced in the catalogue, being perhaps the most interesting of the 
designs; and Mr. Wm. A. Bates had also a pretty house at Tuxedo, 
in his usual style, and Messrs. Le Brun & Son a well-studied door- 
way for the Church of St. Mary the Virgin. 

Alcove R was given up mainly to Messrs. McKim, Mead & White, 
who show figured drawings of various buildings for Columbia 
University, the University of Virginia, and the University of the 
City of New York, all admirable, not only for their beautifully 
studied proportions, but as models of careful and exact working- 
drawings. Near by, Messrs. Little & Browne, of Boston, showed ex- 
terior and interior perspectives and photographs of the house for 
Mr. Charles F. Sprague, which, notwithstanding its quiet air, has 
an extended local reputation for magnificence. 

In the next alcove were gathered a large number of English draw- 
ings, by such master hands as Mr. C. E. Mallows, Ernest Newton, 
T. E. Collcutt, John Belcher and Ernest George. In design, we do 
not think that, with the exception of Mr. Ernest George, whose 
deliciously picturesque touch is, as yet, unrivalled by any one but 
Norman Shaw, the Englishmen show any marked superiority to 
their American brethren, but their drawing is incontestably superior. 
Our architects might be content to yield the palm to Ernest George’s 
brown-ink sketches, which are famous wherever modern architecture 
is studied; but Mr. Collcutt, with no more ambitious tool than a 
lead-pencil, makes drawings so charming and suggestive as to render 
the capture of a client’s heart certain; and Messrs. Newton and 
Mallows do the same with pen-and-ink. We have always thought, 
with many other architects, that the highly-colored perspectives, 
dashed with cloud-shadows, and diversified with representations of 
approaching tornadoes, or other meteorological phenomena, are more 
likely to give an unfavorable idea of the architecture of the building 
portrayed than a favorable one; but it is the fashion to make such 
drawings, or to have them made, to show clients, and it cannot be 
disputed that a pencil sketch, or one in pen-and-ink, looks poor and 
thin, whatever may be the architectural beauties that it represents, 
beside the madder-brown and cadmium of the water-colorist. If 
clients had discernment enough to separate the architecture from 
the paint, all would be well; but our architects do not dare to hope 
that they have, and so every one goes on in the old way. If the ex- 
hibition of the English drawings should encourage our architects to 
put more faith in their own rendering, and teach the public to under- 
stand such rendering better, it would be a great gain, for no one can 
express his idea so well as the architect, and English experience 
shows that in the end, those who make their own drawings generally 
attain to the highest reputation. 

In Alcove T there was a very interesting collection of works from 
Philadelphia, which showed clearly the charm of personal rendering, 
the water-colorist not having obtained much of a foothold in the 
oflices of Philadelphia architects. The most important was the design 
for the Free Museum of Science and Art, for the University of 
Pennsylvania, in which Messrs. Wilson Eyre, Jr., Cope & Steward- 
son, and Frank Miles Day and Brother are all concerned. Although 
very simple, the building, which is an enormous structure, with a 
splendid plan, is most imposingly designed. Besides this, Messrs. 
Cope & Stewardson showed some of their work for Princeton Univer- 
sity, in delightful drawings, and other work, in restrained color, out 
thoroughly architectural, rendering to perfection the expression of 
the beautiful design. Mr. Wilson Eyre, Jr., showed his work in 
coarser, but very effective drawings in black-and white; and Mr. 
Seeler had some quiet, but thoroughly studied designs for the new 
Dental School of the University of Pennsylvania. On the whole, 
the Puiladelphians, both in originality and architectural quality of 
design, and in ski'ful rendering, this year carry off the honors 
among the Americans. 

In the next alcove, Messrs. Brite & Bacon’s work was conspicuous, 
including a pretty drawing for the Hall of Llistory of the American 
University, at Washington, D. C., and an interesting, though not 
strikingly original, design for the Jefferson Davis Monument at 
Richmond. Messrs. Cady, Berg & See showed their drawing for the 
proposed public baths for New York, already known through 
the reproduction of it in the book issued by the Mayor's Committee ; 
and Messrs. Lamb & Rich showed a sober and well-studied design for 
Barnard College in Llarlem. A score more of business and other 
buildings, of no very unusual interest, completed the circuit of the 
room. The entrance corridor added a drawing of the San Francisco 
Court-house, one of the official works of Mr. Aiken, as Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury Department, which gives a very pleasant 
idea of the sort of design now being turned out of the Government 
“ plan-factory ”; and in the rooms upstairs was a fine show of school- 
work.

47117 iol Lalla N making preparations for the inaugura- 
sercttt eat | tion of a new President the citizens of 


Washington undertake the reception, 
the parade, the ball and other spectacular 
matters connected with his installation into office. A president of 
the inaugural ceremonies is appointed by the chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee of the party to which the incoming President be- 
longs, and he appoints the local committee to take charge of the 
different branches of the affair. A guaranty fund of some $50,000 
is deposited in bank by subscription of the citizens of Washington. 
This money is repaid to subscribers by the sale of ball and concert 
tickets, rights to erect stands and restaurant and photographic privi- 
leges. Localizing the inaugural is apparently a mistake. Nothing 
that occurs in this country is more of a national event and no pageant 
should be more imposing than the installation of the nation’s chief 
magistrate. In future inaugurations, it may be hoped that the nation 
with its millions will install the President, not the city with its thou- 
sands. 

The viewing and reviewing stands have usualiy been placed in the 
different parks and reservations along the avenue, covering and con- 
cealing small trees, shrubs and statuary. These stands, in design, 
have been left to the competing contractors. This year an effort 
was made to accomplish a reform in the design of these street con- 
structions and decorations, but this effort was only made after the 
committees were appointed. Each branch belonging to decoration 
came under different committees : stands on parks and reservations, 
street decorations, lighting, the President’s stands — all were under 
independent direction. It does not seem to have occurred to any one 
that all branches go to make a decorative scheme complete as a whole, 
and that all branches should be in the hands of one expert com- 
mittee, if the best results are to be obtained. The results of the 
efforts on Pennsylvania Avenue were little, if any, better than at 
previous inaugurations. The small parks were covered with tem- 
porary seats; the effectiveness of the Treasury and White House 
was destroyed by the seats that were put up in front of and around 
them. The Peace Monument and La Fayette statue were not con- 
cealed by seats, but were surrounded by tall picket fences, which 
were made more prominent by being emphasized with garlands and 
wreaths. 

Architects in the city made several suggestions which it will be 
wise fur future committees to remember. One was to place all stands 
on streets crossing the avenue, allowing passage-way under them, 
instead of covering the parks, and partly concealing and marring 
the dignified and impressive Government buildings. Another was to 
make along Pennsylvania Avenue a continuous line of Classical col- 
umns 40 or 50 feet high, and between them a low colonnade, above 
which should be the seats, these columns to be used as the principal 
basis for decoration both day and night. One proposition that should 
be carried out in the future is to make a permanent basis for the 
President’s reviewing-stand, by erecting detached marble columns, 
with bronze hooks and attachments, to which a canopy and proper 
temporary decoration could be attached, and under which seats could 
be placed whenever the occasion required. ‘The detached columns 
would not mar the space in front ot the White House, and all the 
materials and appointments could be rich and effective, as they 
would cease to be temporary. 

When we consider the plan of the original city, and see how much 
Washington and L’Enfant were in advance of our own times in 
proper and large conceptions, it is a matter for regret that we have 
not adhered to their plans. Can any one imagine a grander place 
for a pageant, no matter how large or rich its surroundings, than the 
Boulevarde contemplated by them leading from the Capitol to the 
Monument,— 400 feet wide, with its parks and line of public build- 
ings as a background, 600 feet away. 

Along this Boulevarde might have been erected statuary, columns, 
arches, and all else that go to make a grand whole. Even now some 
of the money used for temporary decoration at each inauguration 
could be used in building up some part of a permanent scheme, of 
which the nation would in the future be proud. 

The treatment of the ball-room in the Pension Building was the 
point on which the principal effort at decoration was concentrated. 
The covered court of the Pension Building is 116 feet wide by 316 
feet long, and is divided into three nearly equal parts by rows of 
four large columns (which have no reason for existing) one-third of 
the way from each end. Directly in the centre of the court is a foun- 
tain, 30 feet in diameter. The court is surrounded by two Renais- 
sance galleries, modelled strictly after similar ones in Italian palaces. 
A third light wrought-iron gallery without Classical feeling is the 
topmost horizontal feature. The central portion between the eight 
columns reaches a height of about 150 feet. 

It was fortunate for the decorative scheme that two members of 


one of the sub-committees, J. R. Marshall and Richard Smith, served 
on the same committee four years ago. 

The committees were able to rectify some of the errors in the work 
of four years ago. At that time the principal points to be criticised 
were the projections of the band-stands north and south in the cen- 
tre of the room, the variety of the colors in the hangings and in the 
draping, and in the accentuation by decoration of the eight large 
columns which cut the space into three divisions. 

This year the principal band-stand was placed at the extreme 
eastern end of the hall, and was made the most important point of 
interest by its magnitude and color-scheme, while the string band 
was placed on the south side of the room, obtruding indeed, but not 
with the objectionable emphasis of previous stands. 

The background of the corridors was a cream white, effectively 
relieved by green vines, while all bunting and drapery was confined 
to yellow and white, the white predominating in the general scheme. 
Color was supplied by small trophies and cut-flowers. The draping, 
by Crane, of Paterson, was done over backgrounds against the walls, 
covering all the columns, entablatures and balustrades on the colon- 
nades of the interior court, and consisted of challie, in cream-white 
and yellow. 

The eight large columns were left in their ordinary condition, and 
were not so much in evidence and did not interfere to the same ex- 
tent as on previous occasions. 

The ordinary ceilings of the interior court are so high, varying 
from 100 to 150 feet, that to produce a good effect, and at the same 
time conceal the iron roof-trusses, a false ceiling of challie was draped 
at a height of from 69 to 75 feet. Three false domes, 85 feet in di- 
ameter, were arranged in the three portions of the building, and 
from these domes, draped cream-white challie was carried to the walls, 
concealing the top gallery. Very little yellow was used in the 
ceiling. The brass-band stand, at the extreme north end of the 
building, consisted of a large semicircular arch, 40 feet in diameter, 
decreasing by positive members as it receded, with a platform in front, 
resting upon substantial Doric columns. This archway was covered 
with yellow challie and the rear portion with black to give a greater 
appearance of depth. It was very effective as the prominent feature 
ot that end of the hall, but it could not be seen to advantage except 
from what might be called the third portion of the Pension-office 
court. 

The electric lighting, by Galloway, of Washington, consisted of 
incandescent-lights around the base of the domes in the ceiling, with 
groups in patterns on each of the columns in the colonnades, rows 
on each recess of the large arch for the grand band-stand, with a 
brilliant star on the black background in the recess of this arch ; 
colored electric-lights were interspersed among the flowers and 
plants, and on the second gallery there was a large United States 
tlag in electric-lights, with an intermittent current, giving the flag 
the effect of waving in the breeze — stiffly rendered, but pleasing to 
the masses. 

The flowers, which were furnished by J. B. Small, were artistically 
arranged and distributed, the larger portion being green smilax, 
laurel and rhododendron, harmonizing with the green and gold 
of the general decoration. The needed bright color was obtained 
by cut-flowers and potted flowers, interspersed with electric-lights. 
The fountain in the centre was filled with plants and electric- 
lights. 

Although the scheme and execution of the decoration were better 
than at the last inauguration, it is to be regretted that there was not 
a massing of decorative features, colors, plants and lights with cor- 
responding plain surfaces to act as a foil and contrast, as well as a 
massing of lights to produce shades and shadows, the size of the 
room being ample for some brilliant results in this way. Further, 
the colonnades, which are well proportioned, should not be covered 
so as to destroy their good lines, columns, arches and balustrades, as 
must necessarily be the case where they are covered more or less 
loosely by clothes of any kind. 

The court of the Pension Building will, without question, be the 
room in which future inaugural balls will be held. Why is it not 
possible to so decorate this court that it will serve in a more finished 
and complete way in the future? Why may not the large columns 
be removed, a permanent band-stand be placed at the eastern end, 
the wall-surfaces, columns and corridors be decorated — their lines 
and proportions are good — a permanent ceiling, a large barrel vault, 
possibly rossetted and decorated, and proper electric installations be 
put in place, then all that would be needed each four years would 
be the necessary flowers, plants and vines to make the affair 
complete ?

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A ROMAN CITY IN AFRICA.— THE EXCA- 
VATIONS AT TIMGAD. 
) HIS time we will escape from Paris into 
I! Algeria, and visit one of the places be- 
tween Constantine and Biskra in French 
Africa. Here an ancient Roman city, the 
Thamugadi of ancient times, the Timgad of 
our own, has recently been uncovered through 
the efforts of the Administration des Beaux- 
Arts. 
Pies : Timgad was founded at the time of the 
teen Roman Conquest, about the year 100, during 
i T—>% the reign of Trajan, at the foot of the north 
slope of the mountains in that neighborhood. It was destroyed at 
the close of the seventh century at the time of the invasion of the 
Arabs. Earthquakes that have occurred since then have destroyed 
the monuments that were left standing by the barbarians. Then 


The first real excavations were made towards the end of 1880, by 
M. Duthoit, under the intelligent general supervision of M. Emile 
Boeswillwald. In the years that followed, the triumphal arch, the 
forum and the theatre were disencumbered, but here the work was 
interrupted, and it was only in 1892 that it was resumed, under the 
direction of M. Albert Ballu, architect-in-chief of the Monuments 
Historiques de |’Algérie, who has been good enough to furnish us 
with the data, documentary and photographic, which have facilitated 
this study. Recently he gave at the Sorbonne a very interesting 
account of the results of his excavations, which have been of consid- 
erable extent, thanks to the special appropriations which have each 
year been granted by Parliament. 

The main street, Decumanus Maximus, was decorated with two 
triumphal arches, the most important one of which, Trajan’s, still in 
large part stands. On each side, the street was lined with porticos, 

which sheltered the shops and of which a large number remain; and 
at a street corner can still be seen a fountain, with its stone conduits 
and basin. Another fountain fills an angle of an important public 
building, a latrine: this consisted of two rooms, the first used as a 
vestibule and cloak-room, the other, 8.50m. long and 6m. wide, con- 
tained a fountain enclosed by upright slabs, sculptured in the form of 
dolphins. The water flowed into a little trench, which made the tour 
of the room; while beneath the pavement was dug a ditch, 1.20m. 
deep. This establishment, which is still perfect in its preservation, 


shows once more how great attention the Romans gave to matters

the sand and the detritus from the mountain collected over them lit- 
tle by little, finally burying the magnificent ruins which the Com- 
mission des Monuments Historiques has now undertaken to uncover 
and recompose. 

It is a new Pompeii whose compact ruins, square in form, cover an 
area of about sixty hectares, and of this a large part has already 
been uncovered. A fine street, running east and west, and called 
“ Decumanus Maximus,” separates the town into two parts, while 
other less important streets cross it at right angles. Each end of 
this main street was closed by a gateway, and it is on the south- 
ern side of this street that lie the greater part of the monuments that 
we are about to describe, whose admirably preserved ruins offer a 


wide field of study to artists, archwologists and savants.

of public hygiene; it also shows that the system of “tout a l'égout,” 
which we look upon as a modern invention, was practised in the sec- 
ond century not far away from the deserts of Africa. 

The slabs that pave the street have the peculiarity that their 
joints are inclined to the line of the curbing. It is supposed that 
this method was adopted for the sake of lessening the jolting, since 
the chariot wheel did not strike the joint normal to its direction. 

Several of the shops that line the street have two rooms, the outer 
doors still showing the mortises cut to receive the bars by which the 
shutters were held in place. 

As can be seen by the annexed plan, Timgad contained monu- 
ments similar to those found in early Italian cities, theatre, baths, 
forum, capitol, triumphal arches, etc. Of these latter, the arch of 
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Trajan is best preserved. An inscription copied by an officer, M. 
Becker, leaves no doubt as to the date of its erection, the third con- 
sulate under the Emperor Trajan, that is, the year 100 of our era. 
It consists of three arcades: a central one, wide and high, for horses 
and chariots, and two smaller ones for pedestrians. Each front 
is adorned with four fine Corinthian columns; the sculpture is care- 
fuliy executed, and the various materials used, sandstone, limestone 
and marble, produce a variation of color of the happiest effect. 

Every one knows how important a part the forum played in the 
commercial and political life of the Romans; there elections were 
held and there the magistrates took their oaths, and later held their 
courts. In the forum at Timgad are found all the arrangements 
called for by asimilar kind of public life. The unenclosed space, the 
area, was surrounded by porticos and public monuments. Half of 
the paving has disappeared, but there have been found the remains 
of thirty-two isolated pedestals, which must have supported statues of 
important personages, while fragments of epigraphic texts prove that 
there were other statues in the portion now deprived of its paving. 
There have also been found, scratched or graved into the flagging, the 
drawings or plans of several games, and in one place a table with an 
inscription that can be rendered: 


“To hunt, bathe, play, laugh, that is life.” 


Under the portico, on the eastern side of the area, is a large basil- 
ica, which measures 15m. by 29m., without aisles. At the south end 
of the hall was the pretorium, raised a metre and a half above the 
floor, where the judges sat. In front, at the other end of the hall, 
three monumental niches held imperial statues. The south side of 
the area was lined with shops that separated it from the street which 
led to the theatre. The west side was occupied by the most inter- 
esting of the structures: the prison, a three-roomed structure, and 
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the curia, or town-hall. This building included a hall, 16m. by 10m., 
preceded by a vestibule, from which it was separated by four col- 
umns with ornamental grilles between. 

The most interesting discoveries made in the curia were the lists 
of the names of the decurions, or city magistrates. One containing 
sixty-eight names is now in the Louvre; the other has just been dis- 
covered by M. Duthoit. Built of uncoursed sandstone, the walls of 
the curia were revetted with slabs of variegated marble, while a 
wooden roof covered the hall. Along the lateral walls were statues, 
of which a single specimen was found and deposited in the museum 
at Lambére. This was a statue of Antoninus Pius, the marble torso 
of which is in good condition, while the head is mutilated. 

Near the forum rises the theatre, its flanks after the Grecian man- 
ner built against rising ground so as to facilitate the building of the 
gradins, and in general plan like the theatre of the epoch. Its pro- 
scenium, 30m. by 5m., was supported on three rows of fourteen stone 
pillars, which are still in place. The walls of the stage itself were 
richly decorated with columns, niches, marble slabs and statues. 
Amongst the great mass of interesting relics picked out of the ruins 
may be mentioned the marble statue of a Roman lady. The theatre 
could hold about four thousand persons and was suited for all those 
spectacles which aided the Romans in extending their civilization 
into barbarian countries and initiating the inhabitants in the man- 
ners, customs and literature of their conquerors. 

Next to the theatre, the most important monument on the south is 
the bath. We all know what care the Greeks, and after them the 
Romans, took in the construction of their public baths. These at 
Timgad are most cleverly arranged: they cover an area of more 
than two thousand square metres, about half the structure being of 
two stories, that is, a ground floor and a basement below it. The 
rest of the building was one story in height. The basement con- 
tained two passages, from which the nine furnaces were fed, a store- 
room for fuel and the warm-air chambers beneath the four halls, the 
air circulating below the terra-cotta slabs, kept in place by brick 
piers. 

In the main story were found: (1) The vestibule connected with an 


unenclused promenade in the form of a hemicycle and surrounded by 
porticos; (2) A small chamber for the custodian; (3) Three exe- 
dras opening on a gallery; (4) A large hall used as a gymnasium ; 
(5) A clothes-room; (6) The cold bath, consisting of a vestibule 
and two pools; (7) The tepidarium, the transition room between the 
hot and cold baths; (8) The calidarium, divided into two rooms, fur- 
nished with hot-water basins and placed one at each side of the 
vapor-bath room, in which the temperature was raised to the highest 
point of physical endurance ; (9) A small storeroom for oils and per- 
fumes; (10) The latrines. 

We will not attempt a detailed description of all these rooms, but 
will only say as to the frigidarium that, in addition to the mosaic 
flooring which has remained intact, there has been found in it a very 
beautiful stone vase decorated with consoles, scallop-shells and fig- 
ures illustrating sacrificial ceremonies, all in the purest style. 

During the excavations there have also been found a statue of 
Hygeia, an elegant torso of a Mercury, in painted marble, and a semi- 
nude statue of a water-nymph with a large shell in her left hand. 
This figure, too, is of painted marble, green and red being the pre- 
dominant colors. 

Apropos of the latrine, it is interesting to note that in the ancient 
baths at Pompeii there appears to have been only one very small room 
devoted to this purpose. At the Timgad baths, however, great im- 
portance was given to the latrines and they were very cleverly ar- 
ranged: placed in a semicircle 14 metres in diameter, the hall con- 
tained 28 compartments, limited by the partitions which supported 
the stone seats, themselves finished with excellent mouldings. The 
room itself was lined with fine mosaic-work, representing various an- 
imals, and surrounded with a frieze decorated with rinceaux. 

The market offers close analogy with that of a Pompeiian building, 
of which the character had remained undetermined until now. The 
discoveries at Timgad now leave little doubt as to the character of 
the Pompeiian building, which an inscription states to have been 
built by Eumachia. 

The chief building at Timgad was the colossal Temple of Jupiter 
Capitolinus. This building, of grandiose proportions, was built on 
one of the highest sites in the town, and its enclosure, in form a 
quadrilateral, measured 90m. by 66m. The temple itself was, accord- 
ing to usage, preceded by the altar (ara) and surrounded on three 
sides by a vast court bordered by porticos. 

The greater part of the lower story of the temple still exists. For- 
merly, this portion was covered by vaults, upon which rested the 
pavement of the temple proper, and it contained the cellars where 
were stored the treasures and sacred utensils. In front of the tem- 
ple was built a monumental perron, reached by forty steps and car- 
ried by rampant arches which have fallen into disrepair. From this, 
direct access was had to the pronaos, the front of which was formed 
by six columns, which supported the entablature and. pediment of 
the main front. ‘The number of columns along the sides of the tem- 
ple was eleven on each side: five of them were found intact by M. 
Ballu, though prostrate, and it would be possible to re-erect them 
complete with bases and capitals. 

The temple itself has a superficial area of 840 square metres, not 
including the perron. At the farther end of the sanctuary stood the 
colossal statue of Jupiter, with Juno at his left and Minerva at his 
right, as was customary. These statues were of marble and frag- 
ments of them have beenexhumed. The statue of Jupiter was about 
ten metres high and weighed 60,000 kilos. 

Amongst the débris, M. Ballu found all the elementary parts of 
the structure: the shafts of the columns, in eight drums; the Corin- 
thian capitals; the architrave, which, richly decorated on the face, 
also had the soffits adorned with nude infant figures entwined by 
rinceaux. A singular fact in connection with these figures is that the 
eyes are of lead set into the marble. The frieze was decorated with 
laurel garlands and ribbons, while the cornice was decorated with 
foliated modillions, egg-and-dart mouldings, dentil course and metal 
rosettes. 

The interior of this fine structure must, judging from the charac- 
ter of the débris, have been decorated with great magnificence, for 
fragments of marble of every shade and variety abound. 

Besides the ancient monuments, there are the remains of seven 
Christian basilicas — two of them recently discovered by M. Ballu — 
the most important of which (No. 14 on the plan) was uncovered in 
1894. This consists of a central nave and ai-les, separated one from 
another by five piers in alternation with coupled columns. 

Southeast from the temple, and about 420m. distant, stands the 
Byzantine fortress —not shown on the plan. It is a vast citadel 
of quadrilateral form, flanked by square towers at each angle and 
at the middle of each side. The structure covers an area of 6,825 
square metres. It was built by the Byzantines out of the ruins 
of Timgad, which had been destroyed by the Vandals. 

As to the houses, they were usually wholly isolated from one an- 
other, after the custom that owed its being to the burning of Rome 
under Nero, which is mentioned by Tacitus. 

During the year 1896, four new streets and ten blocks of houses, 
about 20m. on a side, have been uncovered, and numberless objects 
in bronze, marble and terra-cotta, new to the museums, have been 
unearthed. Near the theatre a smaller bath has been discovered, 
which is supposed to have been used by the women. 

Such are the discoveries that have been effected at Timgad by the 
Commission des Monuments Historiques, which has already formed 
an important museum out of the articles that are from day to day 
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brought to light. But M. Ballu declares that the ancient city of 
Trajan is far from having yielded up all the treasures buried be- 
neath it. 


be felicitated on the way the several authors, to whom the work 

has been entrusted, are carrying out the very useful series of 
hand-books which is to be known under the general title of “College 
Histories of Art.” We have already spoken of Professor Van 
Dyke’s “History of Painting,” and of Professor Hamlin’s admirable 
“History of Architecture,” and this third volume!, which treats of 
sculpture, is quite as useful, though it is not so agreeable reading as 
the latter, since not only the number of sculptors mentioned, but the 
number of their enumerated works is so great, that in a book of only 
three hundred pages it is only possible to devote a few lines to each, 
so that the book, taken as a whole, does not have that flow and 
sequence that made Professor Hamlin’s book attractive to the 
general reader. 

The subject matter is, however, arranged after the same general 
plan. A general bibliography is found in the introductory pages, 
and each separate chapter is prefaced by a special bibliography, to 
which students may refer for more extended information than could 
be compressed into the brief paragraphs that follow. In like man- 
ner each chapter concludes with a short paragraph, instructing the 
student where to look for “extant monuments ” exhibiting the work 
of the sculpture period just discussed. The book is essentially a 
text-book, and in a small way a reference-book of much value, which 
the one hundred or more half-tone illustrations make all the more 
attractive to the amateur and only half-interested student. We 
trust that in future editions the publishers will be willing to insert an 
alphabetical index of illustrations, in place of the one which is made 
up in the time-hallowed, but valueless, form of a list that merely 
follows the sequence of the cuts as they happen to be arranged in 
the book.

WE wish that all officials who are charged with the preparation 
and printing of municipal or governmental reports would take the 
trouble to procure a copy of the “Report on Public Baths and Public 
Comfort Stations,” ? which has recently been issued by a committee 
appointed by the Mayor of New York. They could find in it an 
excellent example of how to make a report something more and 
better than a dreary compilation of tables of figures which, apart 
from their mere footings, are of no use to any one, except to the 
fortunate compositor who gets extra pay for the wear and tear of 
the monotony of putting them in type. 

Besides being a book that is most attractively made up and 
printed, it is illustrated with many excellent cuts which present the 
plans and outward appearance of different bathing establishments in 
various parts of the world. More than this, it has what is rather 
unusual in a public document, a really good index, and another thing, 
without which nowadays no book seems to be complete, a bibliogra- 
phy of the subject, which has a very considerable value. While it is 
a report made for a specific purpose to an official who has to con- 
sider only the particular needs of the municipality over which he has 
momentary control, it contains a large amount of matter of general 
value, and statistical and descriptive information which architects 
would find of great value to them in acquiring a knowledge of the 
particular class of buildings which it describes. 

It strikes us as peculiar that, while much space is given to Eng- 
lish, German, Austrian and Italian baths, nothing whatever is said 
about the bathing establishments and comfort stations of Paris and 
other parts of France.

T is not generally known that King Frederick William ‘, of Prussia, 


although his supreme love for his soldiery constituted his sole pas- 

sion, made really but little use of his regiments in actual warfare. 
All the greater was the pride he took in the only military achieve- 
ment of his reign, viz, the acquisition, from the Swedish crown, of 
Stettin and Hither Pomerania, by the treaty of Stockholm in 1719. 
With great zeal he undertook the construction of new fortifications 
around this old town, and, in connection therewith, the erection of a 
monument intended to commemorate the conquest. This monument 
is the “ Berlin Gate,” or, as it was originally inscribed over the cor- 
nice of the principal front, the “ Brandenburg Gate,” a triumphal 
archway in powerful Barocco forms, flanked, on each side, by the 
walls of the fortress which have since been torn down. It is impos- 
sible to give with certainty the name of the architect of the structure. 
One writer asserts that the plan was taken from the great Schlueter’s 
posthumous designs, without, however, giving the source of his in- 
formation. All we know is that the building of the fortifications 
was in charge of Gerhard Cornelius de Walrave, a Dutch engineer 
in the Prussian service, and that the latter was assisted by his coun- 
tryman, Gabriel de Prew. Whether these two men had a share in 
the designing of the arch, cannot be ascertained. The court-sculp- 
tor, Damast, of Berlin, furnished the sculptured decorations from 
1725 to 1726, receiving for his work the sum of 1,300 thalers, exclu- 
sive of the materials. The building material of the arch is sandstone, 
which received, for its better preservation, a coat of oil paint imme- 
diately upon its completion. Work on the inner facade dragged 
along for a number of years. The king, who died in May, 1740, did 
not live to see it finished. His successor, the great Frederick, 
reluctantly granted the means for its completion. 

In 1874, when the fortifications of the city were razed, ornamental 
wrought-iron gates were placed both in the outer and inner arch- 
ways, vines were planted to grow up the sides of the structure, and 
the top of the vault was covered with sod. A few years ago, in an 
effort to “improve ” this noble monument of a past epoch, a niche 
was built, closing up the inner archway altogether, and a fountain 
placed in front of it, shaped something like a column, and dubbed 
the “champagne bottle ” by the populace. This column was at first 
surmounted by a bust of the old Emperor, but the bust was soon re- 
placed by a vase, to which the ready wit of the Stettiners applied 
another epithet, the “punch-bowl.” This fountain is shortly to be 
replaced by a real work of art, modelled by the sculptor Felderhof. 
The rich configuration of antique armor surmounting the inner arch- 
way is crowned by the coat-of-arms of the kings of Prussia. In for- 
mer years the sculptures were more richly gilded than at present. 
The relief on the outer facade is believed to represent the River 
Oder, near the mouth of which Stettin is situated. The crests over 
the arches are composed of the initials of Fridericus Wilhelmus 
Rex.

A Hiyt ror a Fountary.— About half a mile above 
Franklin, up the Erie Railroad track, is to be seen one of the most 
curious sights in this country. Approaching a smail, sluggish stream, 
we were surprised to see rising from the surface of the water a number 
of bubbles, which glistened in the sun like glass. It was a beautiful 
sight. The iridescent spheres, revolving swiftly after the manner of 
soap-bubbles, floated rapidly upward, some breaking at a height of ten 
or twenty feet, others soaring away above the tree-tops and out of sight, 
resembling, more than anything else, gorgeous toy balloons. These 
bubbles were all sizes, from an inch in diameter to more than a foot. 
They were apparently much stronger and a great deal more brilliant 
than ordinary soap-bubbles. A gas-line and an oil-line had passed 
under the run at this point, within a few inches of each other, and in 
each pipe was a small leak. The digging and refilling of the trenches 
had made a dam which held a few barrels of stagnant water. There 
was some alkali in the muddy bottom, which, in combination with the 
oil, formed saponule, a kind of soap. This, while not being a perfect 
soap, was sufficiently saponaceous and cohesive to make beautiful bub- 
bles when churned by the escaping gas. The fact that the bubbles 
were full of gas caused them to ascend more swiftly and the presence 
of the oil made them more brilliant, mavy-colored and unusually beau- 
tiful. — Oil City (Pa.) Blizzard. 


Tue Steere Jack in factory near Philadel- 
phia has a smokestack 123 feet high, which has long needed painting. 
Recently the structure showed so evidently that it was suffering injury 
from this state of affairs that the manager of the factory appealed to 
the employers to devise some means of performing the job. They do 
not seem to have been more ingenious than wise, for it was only after 
efforts extending over several days that they contrived to get a rope up 
through the pipe’s interior and down on the outside, so that an appara- 
tus could be rigged to hoist the painter. The first scheme suggested 
was to loose a pigeon inside the smokestack, and allow the bird to fly 
to the top, carrying along a string attached to its foot. This plan was 
abandoned, for the reason that, while the pigeon might ascend the big 
tube, there was no easy method of persuading it to descend to the 
ground outside. Then the head foreman attempted to solve the diffi- 
culty by using a rocket, to which a cord had been fastened. The rocket 
went up all right, but the cord burned off before reaching the chimney’s 
top. A younger foreman tried his hand next, using a kite with two 
strings, one of which went through a pulley attached near the kite, 
and had a small iron weight fastened at its upper end, the intention 
being to fly the kite until it was directly over the smokestack, and then 
lower the weight down into the interior. The kite worked beautifully 
until it was time for it to be useful, when it turned a somersault, tan- 
gling itself in the pulley-tackle, and the whole thing came to grief. 
Finally, an ancient carpenter went to the top of a neighboring tower, 
and from it tossed into the mouth of the chimney a stone to which he 
had fastened a cord. That solved the difficulty, and every one won- 
dered why they hadn’t thought of it in the first place. —N. Y. Times. 


A New Poryt as to Emp.oyers’ decision on an 
entirely novel question affecting employers’ liability has just been given 
in the City of London Court by Mr. Commissioner Kerr, and seems to 
indicate pretty clearly that, if at all possible, the judicial mind antici- 
pates the time when the contract of employment will of itself involve 
liability for accidents to workmen, for in the case in point, it is difficult 
to see how the employer could have prevented the accident. A ship- 
wright, named Lakey, was engaged by ship-owners in the repair of a 
steamer, named the ‘‘ Echo,” and was helping to cut a rivet out of the 
fore-peak of the vessel with hammer and chisel. A piece of metal flew, 
either from the rivet or chisel, and struck his eye, destroying the sight 
of it, and at the same time incapacitating him for work for months. 
For this he has been awarded 300/. as compensation. The employers 
contended that it was a chip of the rivet, while Lakey held that it was 
off the chisel. The point surely might have been verified at the time, 
but after all, it does not seem of more than passing importance. If the 
head of the chisel was cracked at the edges, Lakey should not have 
chosen it; and if it was the point which gave way, no precaution could 
have obviated the failure. Such fractures must occasionally happen, 
even if the steel be of the best quality, and the hardening be effected 
with skill. Indeed, it depends almost as much on the user as on the 
smith whether a chisel shall stand or not. This is but one of many 
legal combats over the question as to where liability ends, and the gen- 
eral leaning of the judicial mind appears, as we have iodicated, to be 
with the worker. It seems, therefore, idle to delay the amendment of 
the act to make employers responsible for all accidents. It would cer- 
tainly reduce the legal expenses and the worry of attendance at the law 
courts. The well-established practice of insurance against accident lia- 
bility so widely distributes the financial responsibility that the burden 
is not very serious to the employer, while the effect of disablement to 
a worker is so far-reaching that the risk can scarcely be said to be met 
by his ordinary earnings. — Engineering.

By adjusting A and 
B, any desired water level may be main- 
tained. 

In addition to the pump above described,

NOTES. 


James H. Gou tp, who died December 30, 
1896, at Seneca Falls, N. Y., was the eldest 
son of the late Seabury S. Gould. He was 
born in 1844, and arriving at maturity, went 
into mercantile business in New York. Here 
he was not successful, and returning to Sen- 
eca Falls in 1872, he took part in the reorgan- 
ization of the manufacturing company that 
his father had helped to found. He and his

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REVIEW OF THE PAST YEAR. 


In looking back over the year 1896, there 
is no denying some of the facts which show 
out very clearly. The volume of our busi- 
ness has been less than in 1895, though not 
so very much less. We were hopeful of bet- 
ter business, up to the time when the money 
question entered politics and was followed 
by its train of uncertainties and want of con- 
fidence. 

Accounts have been hard to collect, al- 
though we believe our customers have been 
anxious to pay promptly. We know they 
have written us manly and business-like let- 
ters which made us confident of their honesty, 
and showed us how exceedingly hard it was 
to get hold of ready cash. Notes were of 
course often sent us, but, as renewals rather 
than payments were almost certain to be ex- 
pected, the notes could not safely be nego- 
tiated. 

Altogether our experience is that 1896 has 
been a season of hard times and many mo- 
ments of uncertainty, but nevertheless the 
spirit of self-help and mutual help has been 
alive all the time and is now making itself 
felt in the way of better business, which will 
be still better later on. 

The outcome of the election made some dif- 
ference in our shipping department, for we 
held a number of orders dependent on the 
election of McKinley, and as we have known 
of similar instances, we can have no doubt as 
to McKinley’s election being a benefit to the 
country aside from any political question. 

As for 1897, business prospects are good — 
at least, good to all who are in any way hope-

THE PREVENTION OF DAMPNESS 
IN WALLS. 


THE importance of keeping moisture out of 
walls need hardly be dilated upon. In addi- 
tion to the great importance of a dry building 
for sanitary reasons, it is also most neces- 


that the most successful plan for the absolute 
exclusion of moisture and dampness, is to 
build the wall hollow, that is, making the ex- 
ternal wall of the building of practically two 
distinct walls, side by side, and at a distance 
apart of from one to four inches, the two 
sections being securely held together by the 
Morse Patent Wall-ties, in every fourth 
course and about 2 feet apart, the air-space 
extending continuously from the bottom to 
the top of the wall.

The following ... 
% CODE OF ETHICS... 
Prepared in Conformity with the 
sk Best Standards of Practice, and 
se Recommended to its Members by 
the Boston Society of Architects, 


ADOPTED BY THE SOCIETY, FEBRUARY 1, 
+ 1895... 


SEcTION 1. No Member should enter into 
partnership, in any form or degree, with any 
builder, contractor, or manufacturer. 

Secrion 2. A Member having any ownership 
in any building material, device or invention, 
proposed to be used on work for which he is 
architect, should inform his employer of the 
fact of such ownership. 

* 

SECTION 3. No Member should be a party to 

a building contract except as “ owner.’ 

SEecrion 4. No Member should guarantee an 
estimate or contract by personal bond, 

SEcTION 5. It is unprofessional to offer draw- 
ings or other services “on approval” and 
without adequate pecuniary compensation. 


SEcTION 6. It is unprofessional to advertise in 
any other way than by a notice giving name, 
address, profession, and office hours, and 
special branch (if such) of practice. 

# * 

SECTION 7. It is unprofessional to make altera- 
tions of a building designed by another archi- 
tect, within ten years of its completion, 
without ascertaining that the owner refuses 
to employ the original designer, or, in event 
of the property having changed hands, with- 
out due notice to the said designer. 

* 

Section 8. It is unprofessional to attempt 
to supplant an architect after definite steps 
have been taken toward his employment. 

SECTION 9. It is unprofessional for a Member 
to criticise in the public prints the professional 
conduct or work of another architect except 
over his own name or under the authority of 
a professional journal. 

* 

SECTION 10. It is unprofessional to furnish de- 
signs in competition for private work or for 
public work, unless for proper compensation, 
and unless a competent professional adviser 
is employed to draw up the “conditions” and 
assist in the award. 

SECTION 11. No Member should submit draw- 
ings except as an original contributor in any 
duly instituted competition, or attempt to 
secure any work for which such a competition 
remains undecided. 

SECTION 12. The American Institute of Archi- 
tects’ “schedule of charges” represents mini- 
mum rates for full, faithful and competent 
service. It is the duty of every architect to 
charge higher rates whenever the demand for 
his services will justify the increase, rather 
than to accept work to which he cannot give 
proper personal attention.

SECTION 13. No Member shall compete in 
amount of commission, or offer to work for 
less than another, in order .to secure the work.

SECTION 14. It is unprofessional to enter into 
competition with or to consult with an archi- 
tect who has been dishonorably expelled from 
the “Institute” or “ Society.” 

* 

SECTION 15. The assumption of the title of 
“ Architect ” should be held to mean that the 
bearer has the professional knowledge and 
natural ability needed for the proper invention, 
illustration and supervision of all building 
operations which he may undertake.

Section 16. A-Member should so conduct his 
practice as to forward the cause of profes- 
sional education and render all possible help 
to juniors, draughtsmen and students.

Tue “Old Pierce House,” at Dorchester, 
‘Mass., is an admirably preserved specimen of 
the earliest New England architecture, and a 
monument to the solid and substantial build- 
ing of our forefathers. Built in 1635, it has 
never been owned or occupied by any but a 
lineal descendant of its builder, the present 
owner being of the eighth generation from the 


original Robert Pierce. A short time ago, in 
making repairs, it became necessary to open 
the walls of this ancient structure, when they 
were found to be stuffed, between the stud- 
ding, with eel-grass, placed there, no doubt, 
for more complete protection from the rigo- 
rous climate of the New World. Notwith- 
standing the almost innumerable alternations 


from dry to damp and damp to dry to which 


it must have been subjected during the more 
than two and a half centuries that it has re- 
mained in these walls, this eel-grass was found 
to be in a perfect state of preservation, and a 
sample of it, together with a chronicle of the 
above facts from the present Mr. Pierce, may 
be seen at ‘the office of the undersigned. 
The walls of the Babcock House, ? at Milton, 
Mass., built 1723, are similarly packed with

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IT BURNS THE SMOKE.
